Big Development Scheme. * 


PROPOSED EXTENSIVE RECLAMATION AT - 


RUNGHOM BAY. 


> - 


SIX MODERN - JETTIES ‘SUGGESTED. 


The -long-delayed report. on 
proposed Hongkong harbour im- 
provemants, on which Messrs. 
Coode, Fitzmaurice, Wilson and 
Mitchell were requested to report, 
is to hand from the -Colonial 
Secretary. It is dated November 
24th, 1922. The report ia a lengthy 
one, and includes four coloured 
plans giving details of the sug- 
gested works, which in the main 
consist of proposals for a reclama- 
tion’ at Hunghom Bay, and the 
construction there of six jetties 


‘feapable of berthicg big ocean- 


going veasels. 

The report is the outcome of 
a® visit .paid by Sir Maurice 
Fitzmaurice to Hongkong io 
November 1920, at the request 
of the “local - Government. 


The matters upon which the 
Government desired advice were 
the following:— 

(L) Improvements 
bour generally.. + 

(II) The provision of Wharres 
and Warehouses’ provided with 
railway communication, - 

(IIL) Improvement of the 
Mongkoktsui Harbour of Refuge. 
(IV.) The question of dredging 
plant generally; the re-fitting of 
the dredger St. Enoch being coa- 
sidered in this connection. 

(V.) The best means of provid- 
ing facilities opposite Statue 
Square for landing from or em- 
barking on launches and sma'l 
craft generally, w . 


The Recommendations, 


The report leaves out such 
undertakings as are already in 
hand, and is devoted principally 
to the Ffunghom scheme. The 
following extracts give the pith 
of the recommendations :— : 

We propose that there should 

be 37 feet of water ‘alongside the 
wharves at ordinary low water, 
which will give about 36 feat of 
water. at extreme low water. 
This would give 3 feet of water 
below the bottom -of a ship 
drawing 33 fret. 
. Owing to tha expansion of 
trade, the developments io size of 
ships, and the almost universal 
desire of Shipping Companies to 
be able to bring large ships 
alongside wharves, the time has 
arrived for the provision of 
further facilities inthe Port. In 
fact we notice that it is stated in 
the China Sea Directory for 1904 
—"Owing to - the constant 
Advance in the siz», draaght and 
number of the vessels frequent. 
ing the barbour, it is “probable ' 
that the water space will soon b3 
found inadequate for the berth- 
ing accommodation required ”, 

For the provision of such facil- 
itios, the use oficonsidarable areas 
of land and foreshore is required 
and the co-ordination of “the rail- 
ways with any new works ig 
essential. The existing railway 
is owned and worked by the 
Government. There appears to 
us to ba three ways in which the

The object we have kept in 
view in the design to bedeacribed, 
has been to provide a scheme 
which would afford at an early 
date a certain amount of berth. 
age for large vessels and. junks, 
and which 
future extension as the trade of 
the Port required. Keeping this 
in view it will be seen from the 
plans that for the complete saks~ 
me we propase to construct in tha 
bight of Hung Hom Bay a large 
reclamation of sbout’48 acres, 
from which will project in a 
southerly direction ‘a saries of 6 
jetties. For the first {nstalment 
our proposal is to construct Jetties 
Nos. 1] and 2 with a portion of the 
reclamation to the extent of 7 
acres. : : 

The special requirements of the 
trade as at present conducted in 
regard to the large proportion of 
Cargo with is taken away by junks 
and barges, is dealt with in these 
proposals by providing in the case 
of each jatty (with one exception) 
deep water berthage for large 
vessels on the one side acd ber.

A Preliminary Scheme. 


The general Isy-out of the works 
which we recommend shoud be’ 
carried out. ag the first instalment 
ofthe complete scheme will pro- 
vide 2,600 lineal feet of deap water 
duays, giving accommodation for 
say 5 or 6 large steamers of vary-, 
ing dimensions, ‘and 2,050 lineal 
feet of quay for junks and vessels 
of light draught, 

The width of the jetties is 260 
foet, which will provide space for 
the construction on each jettty of 
two sheda or warehouses say 590 
feet in length and 160 feet In 
width, This will allow a width 
of "50 feet on each side of the 
sheds between the latter and the 
quay face. This in our opinion 
will be amply sufficient for the 
convenient handling of cargo 
between the vessels and the 
sheds but is by no means exces., 
sive. This width alsa permits of 
two lines of railways and crane 
toad, which could-ba Isid as and 
when required. If cranes of the 
portal type bé adopted, a third 
line of railway could be provided 
on the quay. In addition to these, 
a line of railway could readily be 
taken into the ‘sheds: or ware- 
houses themselves should such a 
course be considered advisable. 

The type of warehouses to be 
erected is'a matter which will 
require careful considoration. It 
may be, as already suggested in 


this report, that thesa will bef£6 


erected by the Shipping or Go- 
down Companies. If so,they will 
probably be upon the lines of the 
very excellent warehouses recent- 
ly erected by Messra. Holt and the 
Hongkong and Kowloon’ Wharf

At many ports, cranes on high 
carriages, £0 that they can reach 
over the sides of the largest 
vessels, are frequently provided.

Examined by Mr. Lloyd, witness 
said it was difficult to get at the 
place of. concealment. Before he 
could reach it he had to get through 
an olly, dirty space. The work of 
secreting the opium, in his opinion, 
would take about half an hoor. 
All the packages were filthy out.

_When asked by the Magistrate if 
he desired to cross-examine the 


~|witness, Mr.. Davidson, sald he 


would like Mr. Lloyd ta make a 
statement as to what he intended to 
préve and what facts he wonld 
bring before the Court. Until the 
statement was made he was 
absolutely in the dark. 

Mr. Lioyd said he would prove 
that the opium was found in a 
place on board in the control of 
the crew of the ship.

Mr.. Davidson said that that 
amount was increased to ten times 
the value of the opium by - the 
Ordinance of 1922.

During that 
périod the ship had been discharg 
ing cargo, bunkering, taking in 
water and doing other work which 
a ship in port usually.did. Theré 
was constant communication be- 
tween the ship and shore. 

Mr. Davidson: Is there. any 
possibility while the ship is at 
the buoy of controlling the people 
going to and coming from the 
ship during the hours-of ‘busi- 
ness?” 

Captain Jowett: No.. 

Mr. Davidson: Would .it be 
any good as a means of ‘prevent- 
ing smuggling to. search the ship 
while she iz at her buoy?—In my 
opinion it is nseless, because any- 
body can come on board at any 
time day or night. We have no 
means of preventing them. The 
ship is surrounded by lighters, 
discharging and loading cargo 
and bunkering.

to succeed Mr. Bonar Law as 
head of the Conservative Govern 
tent, is 55 years of age. His 
political progress has been rapid, 
He was returned Unoppoged for 
the Bewdley Division of Wor. 
cestershire in 1908 in succession 
to his father, who had represent. 
ed the constituency for-16 years, 
aud bas sat for tha same division 
ever since.
